I missed the original post, so I don't know whom I am replying to or the 
original question. I appologize if I am rehashing what would amount to 
be, "old data". I thought I would share with you my experiences with the 
ANC-4 and my ultimate solution to power line noise problem. 


At the end of summer 95, I waited anxiously for the winter band 
conditions to prevail, with associated lower noise levels that I had 
become accustomed. It was not until the end of December, that it finally 
dawned on me the noise I was still hearing was not due to band 
conditions, but to an over active line transformer, somewhere on my 
block. 


I wrestled with the local power company for about three months, before 
giving up. I hear that some folks are actually successful in this 
regard. 


At any rate, I decided to try the ANC-4. Voila! I could not have been 
more satisfied. I shouted the cries of satisfaction and became an unpaid 
advertiser for JPS, extolling their virtues via RF on 75m AM Phone. For 
about two months, ...when suddenly the noise returned and the ANC-4 no 
longer saved me from the evil tower of noise. 


I was convinced the ANC-4 was defective and appropriately returned it to 
JPS under factory warranty for my rightful replacement or repair. JPS 
returned my unit promptly, alleging they could not find anything wrong 


with it AND it met all of their performance parameters. 


NO WAY! Says I and back it goes, after first conversing with the 
president of JPS and giving him all of MY parameters for testing (used 
to work, now it don't). Someone from JPS called me and with a caring and 
obviously concerned manner, carefully explained to me that they simply 
could not find anything wrong with the unit. However, they were sending 
out a new one for me to try. Kudos to JPS customer relations, it's a 
hard job. 


New one doesn't work either, so on to plan C. 


I built a small receiving loop, approximatley 2.5 ft per side, a small 
matching network, and a 20db pre-amp. (ala 95/96 ARRL Antenna Handbook) . 
I installed it on a 40' push-up so I could rotate it broadside to the 
noise source. This solved my noise problem quite effectively, and 
provided some insight as to why the ANC-4 suddenly quit "working". 


Apparently, I have two noise sources. The ANC-4 works by using a noise 
sampling antenna, inverting the phase of the noise, reinserting the 
phase inverted noise back onto the receive antenna thereby nulling out 
the pulse type noise by a significant degree. Works exactly as 
advertised, as long as the noise source is of a simple, or of a single 
phase. With multiple noise sources, you have multiple phase patterns the 
ANC-4 (in my case) can not handle. For most locations, this is not a 
problem. Typical power line noise problems are from a single source. 


Try the small loop. If your not going to chase 75 or 160 DX, it is a 
wonderful antenna.

Hi Jim, 

Yes, it's a IIIA. I wondered if it was unusual, because I've never before 
seen one. This particular radio has an interesting history. It was won as 
the regional prize in a "Why I like Hallicrafters" contest in 1959. The 
winner subsequently went on to win the grand prize, which was an FPM-200 
transceiver. Shortly after winning both radios, he lost interest in the 
hobby and stored the radios in his bedroom for thirty-five years. Now quite 
elderly, he's been thinning down his possessions, so I was able to acquire 
both rigs. They're in beautiful condition -- the FPM-200, especially, is 


essentially unused. The SX-101 has some worn paint on the cast escutcheon 
above the tuning knob, but is otherwise unblemished. It has all original 
Hallifcrafters tubes in it. The owner was a packrat and stored all the 
papers and manuals. The FPM-200 has all the original shipping cartons as 
well, in addition to all the accessaries. Interestingly, a chrome custom 
lock was supplied for the mobile mount, which came in a soft leather pouch. 
I've also got photographs of the smiling owner being awarded his prizes at 
the 1959 Dayton Hamvention, and a letter and telegram to him announcing the 
prize from Wm. Halligan jr, who was VP of marketing at the time. Really 
neat old stuff!
